Dear Larz: 

I make reference to Mr Minot 
Anderson’s letter published in your 
Paper on March 28th and more 
Particularly the following parara- 
graph wherein he stated: ‘For 
instance, while there is time to 
consider, it would be construtive 
if one of the glib users ofthe phrase 
Spot Zoning wouid give its defini- 
tion; and state the chapter and sec- 
tion of the General Laws and the 
Town’s By Laws where this defini- 
tion will be found,At present Spot 
Zoning is just a dirty word, and 
if applied often enough, and vehe- 
mently enough, the dirt rubs off 
on the subject’. 

Since Mr Anderson ts our Build- 
ing Inspector and Zoning Officer, 
the above referred letter can not 
be ignored as one from a well 
meaning but fustrated taxpayer. I 
believe any intelligent, reasonable 
person, reading said letter would 
interpret it to mean that no where 
in our laws is Spot Zoning defined, 
thus the term, in itself, has no legal 
effect of meaning. Nothing could 
be further from the truth, 

AS Mr Anderson knows, or 
should know, there are two sources 
of our law concerning the inter- 
pretation of Zoning. First, the 
General Laws and By Laws, and 
secondly, the so called Common 
Law, as laid down in decisions 
rendered by the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts. While it 
is true that the statutes or by laws 
do not contain provisions relative 
to the definition or scope of Spot 
Zoning, it is not true that the law 
itself does not provide a defini- 
tion, 

For a thorough discussion rela- 
tive to defining or setting up guide- 
posts as to what constitutes Spot 
Zoning as called by the Supreme 
Court, I respectfully refer Mr An- 
derson to the leading case on point, 
namely ‘‘Leahy vs Inspector of 
Buildings of New Bedford, 308 
Mass 128” and the many decisions 
which have followed this case. 

AS was stated in the case of J. 
Newton Smith vs Board of Appeais 
of Salem, 313 Mass 622; ‘This is 
a plain case of what hascome tobe

called ‘Spot Zoning’, a subject so 
recently and fully discussed in the 
case of Leahy vs Inspector of Build 
ings of New Bedford, that further 
discussion here is unnecessary’’. 

My point of this letter isto stress 
one thing only, (and incidently a 
point I stressed when a candidate 
at Candidate’s Night at Baldwin 
Civic) that Spot Zoning and the 
use and meaning of this phrase, 
is a highly legal and technical 
matter which can only be applied 
under a given set of facts and in- 
terpreted by someone trained in 
municipal law. Clearly, if the pro- 
posed Zoning change or amend- 
ment is construed to be Spot Zon- 
ing, such change or amendment is 
invalid and illegal. In my opinion 
it is the responsibility of the Town 
Counsel to pass unpon each and 
every article submitted to the vo- 
ters pertaining to Zoning as to whe- 
ther it is in fact, spot zoning, If 
individuals have doubts or reser- 
vations, their questions should be 
directed to him. If other attornies 
or qualified experts disagree with 


«his opinions, adequate recourse is 


provided by the law.
